Oaatlnued from another p»i;--- 


marched into a big cow pasture with 
nothing on it but some stiff stubble, 
an old orchard and a stagnant pond of 
water. We thought at the time that 
we had been biought into the field to 
rat awhile before proceeding to the 
Elyaian camp we had been reading 
about. 
Bat by and by someone 


began 
to 
unload 
some 
tents 


ia 
the 
field, 
and 
we were 


told to "grab a root" and get our 
ahare, thirteen tents. 
We have al- 


ways thought that that unlucky num- 
ber accounted for our not getting to 
the front: 
It was 4 o'clock in the af- 


ternoon when the tents cama, and we 
hadn't had anything to eat since 
breakfast, so the boys worked with 
unusual rigor it pitching our tents, 
perhaps to get up an appetite for sup- 
per, which was nowhere in sight. After 
we had gotten onr tents np and the 
mesMi arranged and our things un- 
packed and were beginning to get 
comfortable someone called the atten- 
tion of the colonel to the fact that the" 
•camp was not laid out according to 
Hoyle, or whoever it was that wrote 
the regulations, and that to make it 
right every company in the regiment 
would have to move. Some of us, we 
were s» inexperienced, couldn't help 
thinking at the time that it was odd 
that the colonel should have made such 
a flagrant mistakn: but we learned 
afterwards that it wasn't 
a mis- 


take at all, only one of the colonel's 
famous jokes which were no doubt cal- 
culated to give variety and spice to 
our experiences. 
In our four months 


auociation with him the colonel fre- 
quently joked with us in this harmon- 
ious manner, and we all learned to 
appreciate his quips. 
On this partic- 


ular occasion, not having had much to 
do, most of the boys caught the 
•pint of the colonel's jocularity, and 
quietly went about obeying orders. 
After awhile everything got straight- 
ened 
out 
and arranged und we 


got a chance to eat oar suppers which 
we bought of a lunch peddler who -was 
kind enough to look us np before we 
were completely famished. The boys 
weat te bed that niffht pretty thor- 
oughly tired out. It was their first 
day of real soldier experience, and the 
idea that there might have been an 
accidental 
canse 
for that mishap 


down in Havana harbor had gained 
considerable ground. 


The next few days were put. in doing 


a little drilling, but mostly iu getting 
used to camp life and daily routine. 
We had to get np ridiculously, early, 
and. run around through the wet grass 
for half an hour before breakfast. 
This was to please one of our ser- 
geants who had made a hobby of the 
getting up exercises. We never for a 
moment doubted it was good for us. 
but it was mighty disagreeable. Aside 
from a few inconveniences of the sort 
mentioned, we had a very pleasant 
time. When Sunday came the people 
from home came over iu droves to see 
US; bringing big baskets and boxes! 
filled with everything except what a 
loldier ought to have. We had three 
such Sundays iu Columbus, and three 
more would have made ignominious 
dyspeptics of "our gallant boys, of I 
Company C." 


After we had been iu Bullet Park 


about ten days and our turn came to be 
mustered into the United States vol- 
unteer service, we didn't know what 
it meant then, and we were very 
proud. We didn't know we were ac- 
cepting a job we couldn't throw up, 
and couldn't eveu kick about if it 
didn't suit us. We all stood up as 
solemn as so many owls and held up 
our right hands and swore to obey the 
articles of war, something we knew as 
little about as we did of the code of 
Jushman. 
The pompous United 


States army mustering officer added 
something about " promising to obey 
the orders of the president of the 
United States." This was no doubt 
done to jolly us and make us think 
that the major had soiiie notion of 
taking command of the company, but 
it didn't go, and it didn't swell us up 
as was probably intended,for we knew 
that if the president really had any 
notion of going into the field it would 
be with the Eighth, so we didn't lose 
any sleep over that.

The next day we 
bought our breakfasts and dinners of 
the colored pie ped'llers who flocked 
about the.train; we wern't allowed to 
leave the cars for fear the train would 
pull out and leave us. A little after 
noon we got away and in half an hour 
or so were at Lytle on the edge of the 
park, where we disembarked. 
Here 


the colonel joked with its again.. -He 
marched us up the highest hill in the 
neighborhood and then marched us 
down again. I presume as a little 
preliminary exercise before we started 
on the long, hot, dusty march out the 
Brotherton road to the site of our 
camp. That was the hardest march 
we had in our experience, and, as the 
boys would express it, we had been a 
little shy on eaten'ses, so when we got 
over in the woods where we were, to 
camp aud got the order to fall, out, we 
promptly fell down where we were 
standing, as it was about th« only 
thing we had strength enough to do.

itary" as soon as we got settled down, 
and the colonel's jokes became more 
f reqiient. There got to be a good deal 
of sacreligious talk and it became ap- 
parent that a "horrible example" was 
necessary,

quietly 
Sanded 
on 


one of the Lima boy« who served the 
purpose admirably. But having .given 
him a tent away from his comrades 
and having put him under some slight 
instructions, his ability to further 
cJirouicle the experiences of the Lima 
boys was ended- So, as Rudyard Kep- 
ling would say, what happened after 
that is another tale" aud someone 
else will have to tell it.

In the extreme :northeast rises the 


highest peak of the central Cordillera, 
in the Luquillo Sierra, known as "el 
Yunque," or "the Anvil," variously es- 
timated at from 3,000 to 4,500 feet in 
height. 
The hills are of lesser eleva- 


tion toward the west and southwest, 
but the whole north-central country 
is ragged and uneven. Between the 
spurs from the main, range lie innu- 
.merable secluded valleys, where the 
soil is of great fertility. The impres-

ferns flourish, and greatgum-trees and 
mountain palms tower aloft; at lower 
levels are the cedar and mahogany, 
walnut and laurel, with many others 
uotedifor their useful woods. Through- 
out the island are found those trees 
and shrubs valuable for their gums, 
as the mamey, guaiacum and copal, 
while the list of medicinal plants in- 
cludes most of those, invaluable to 
our pharmacopeias, which tropical 
;iTtu>.rlca has given to the world. These 


are' tae si:iesires. nature's wua chil- 
dren; but of cultivated plants there is 
no species peculiar to the tropics tiiar 
.does not flourish here. In the littoral 
levels, between the mountains and the 
sea, grows the sugarcane, which may 
:be cultivated up to an ultitude of 3.000 
feet. 
It was introduced here from 
Santo Domingo, Having ueeji muug.;,. 
to .America either from Spaiii or \llte 
Canaries. The annual yield of sugar 
is estimated at about 70,000 tons. 


In these fertile lowlands, also, to- ' 


bacco^ doe» exceedingly well, and the 
annual production is said to be quite 
7,000,000 -pounds. It may be cultivated 
on the .hills, bat the true mountain- 
lover is the coffee, whici does not 
do • well below 600 feet, and is at its 
best 1,000 fee.t above the sea. It was 
first brought here from Martinique in 
1722, 
and now yields to the extent of 


17,000 tons annually. Maize, the true 
Indian corn is indigenous, as is the 
yucca, the aboriginal "staff of life;" 
and both grow everywhere, as well as 
.the pineapple, which is more reliable 
and more universal than the peach of 
our north temperate zone. Cotton and 
rice are found at nearly all elevations, 
the latter, which fs the chief food of 
many laborers, being what is known. 
as.the mountain variety. 


Bananas and plantains are wonder- 


fully prolific, bearing fruit in ten.

The annual product ol 
bananas is.given as 200,000,000, arid-o* 
cocoanuts 3,000,000. The entire range, 
of. tropical fruits is represented here, 
such, as the guava, lime, orange, agu.i- 
aate, sapodilla and aroeaclo pear; 
while all sub-tropic vegetables may be 
raised, including those of the south 
temperate zone, such, for instance, as 
are grown in Florida. 


The mineral kingdom has not been 


BO exhaustively exploited as the veg- v 
etnble, but more than traces have 
been found of copper, coal andiron, as 
well as vust deposits of salt. 
The 


rivers at one time ran to the sea over' 
beds of golden sand, and irozr. the 
streams to-day (as in th« neighbor- 
ing island of Santo Domingo, where 
the first American gold was discov- 
ered) the natives wash, out nuggets, 
by the crude processes.of (hat distant 
day when Agncynaba went prospect- 
ing with his false friend Ponce de 
Leon.

DANTE'S INFERNO. 


Striking Illustrations Produced by Old 


Monkish Copyists. 


Next to the Bible, no book has 


oassed tlirough as many editions, has 
been more thought over and worked 
over, ihan Dante's ''"'Divine Comedy," 
»ays the Kansas City Jouniiii. Bur- 
ing the middle ages it stood side by 
dde with the Bible in the libraries of 
the.monks and was copied and recop- 
!ed by their tireless fingers and illu- 
minated by their artistic skill. 


It is easy to explain this monastic 


devotion \rhen we know that Dante 
rrote his -great poems in the faith 
thai; the history of .the world had 
been directed from the beginning to- 
ward the redemption of the elect. 
The Roman empire was foreordained 
»nd established for this end; it was 
to prepare the way for the establish- 
ment of the Roman church. 


Is it any .wonder, tkrn, that the 


monks were eager tu illustrate his 
graphic descriptions, especially of the 
.inferno, and hold them up for the 
deJight (?) of the world. 


A learned German, Prof. Lvidwig 


Yolkmntin, has just made a careful 
search among the manuscripts mold- 
ering in the libraries of Europe, 
bringing to light many strange and 
striking illustrations accompanying 
Dante's works as copied by the old 
monks. 


In the library of the Vatican Prof. 


Volkmann found a picture accom- 
panying the twelfth canto of the in- 
ferno, in which the Centaur Nessns, 
Virgil, Dante's guide through the 
lower regions and Dante himself ap- 
pear. This is Dante's description: 
"Or> w|th th« trusty e«cort inowd we, 
Alonff the crimson bolHng't edge, 
Tfcey boiled the -while »hr!«kin« ajoud. 
Under It «aw I men nunk to tih* brow, 
And the greet Centaur wild: 
'Tj-rants these, plven to blood and p!ll*s«, 
Here weep they their pitileae offenses. 
Here Alexander and thut cruel Dlonj-ulu*, 
Who e»u»«d to Sicily «no«t •woful years,' 
Then turned I to the poet. Said he, 
'Let him now be flr»t and I second.' 
"Farther along t.h« Centfcur stopped. 
Above some Issuing to the threat. 
Out of that nc'Jlr.g stream. 
Then «aw I folk holding above the tide 
Their head, even thedr chest. 
Th-ua more and more shallow srrw tbe blood 
Till it cooked only th« feet."

In the national library at Paris wa» 


'diecovered a manuscript written in 
the fourteenth century, and in it a 


•scene from hell, corresponding only 


to the general tcrrorof the "Inferno." 
In it the devils stand on n mountain 
in the background and draw the sin- 
ners to them by rakes and throw them 
iiilo the pool." In the foreground a 
devil crowds the souls—among them 
n king and a bishop—into a kettle 
wjth his oitchfork. and nnar hlui ft 


monster drives ri nail into some sin- 
ners breast. 
On the other side is 


a huge kettle in which the damned— 
among them an emperor and a pope 
—are boiled. High up sits Lucifer, a 
Bis-armed, horned devil, with a tri- 
dent in one hand. 


i 
A frightful picture of the^serpent's 


' attacking a sinner is found in a man- 
uscript in the royal library at Dres- 
den, having a red tint in the original, 
giving it a hellish glare. Dante and 
his guide, Virgil, are up on a rock 
watching the scene, described in 
can to XXV. 


An illustration of Cebenis and the 


"hell hounds," taken from a unique 
manuscript in the Vatican library, 
written early in the fifteenth century, 
is filsc a remarkable piece 01 monas- 
tic art. The clouds, ice and water are 
all depicted-with infinite care and ac- 
cording to Dante's vision: 
"TV7ier, -that greet worm Cerberus saw us 
Wide opened he his mouths atid showed 


h'ls Hangrs, 


No limb of his did he keep quiet. 
^y leader, oj*ening wide his hands, took 


ftarth, 


And with full fists threw it Into the raven-

LESSONS FROM SANTIAGO. 


Campaign Show. Th«t Cnmmt Uetenae* 


Ar« More Effective Th« 


Warship*. 


The military and naval experts fay 


that several important lessons in ord- 
nance and fortifications are furnished' 
by the campaign against Santiago. It 
is pointed out that the/long conten- 
tions between the relative merits of 
land fortifications and naval ihips aa; 
a means of coast defense" have received' 
much light by recent operations. When 
Admiral Sampson was chief of the ord- 
nance bureau of the navy department 
he held that most effective means of 
defending coasts was by means of war- 
ships rather than coast defenses. It 
is said, however, that the Spanish de- 
fense of Santiago harbor has flcuJOTi- 
strated that coast' defenses are even 
more effective than warships. 
The 


batteries of Morro castJe, Sacopa and 
th« others, aided by the mining,; and 
torpedoing of the harbor, was effective 
in preventing the American fleet from 
entering the harbor, and this, despite 
the fact that the Spanish puns were in 
no sense fortification armament. It is 
said by some oi the experts that if 
Jforro bad possessed the large modern 
fortification jruns, such as those pro- 
tecting New York or Boston, it would 
hnve been nble not only to bnvc df-fend- 
cd Santiago but to hnve dftne sei-lou» 
dnmngc to the Attacking fleet. 


THE CITY OF SANTIAGO. 


Brief Description of It> Appearance and 


Ita Harbor 


Anyone who has steamed into the 


;iarbor of Santiago can well under- 
stand that a dozen fleets might lie 
th,ere for months, completely lost" to 
the outside worid, so far as it was pos- 
sible to ascertain their location by 
:ruising off the entrance, 


Velasquez, wheii he fixed upon 


the site for the ancient capital of 
,'uba, '22 years after the discovery of 
the new world, displayed sound judg- 
ment. He quickly recognized the 
[Treat natural advantages afforded by 
the harbor as a safe refuge and secure, 
tiding place. From the open sea 
neither harbor cor city is :yisible. ; 


The entrance, itself cannot be dis- 


cerned, except at close quarters, and 
no skipper is mad enough to attempt 
to make his way in by night. It was 
usual to lie off for daylight, and in the 
event of two or more thus waiting all 
kinds of tricks were resorted to in'or- 
der to get to the entrance first, since 
only one could safely pass jn at a time 
through the narrow channel, 180 
yards wide, beneath the frowning 
walls of Mono. Pedrodela Kosca,as 
far back as 16-iO. built this fortress. 
Adjoining the Morro was a small, 
fortification resembling a ..star in 
shape and known as La Betteria <3e 
la Estrelk, while on the mountain 
opposite was La Socapa castle, which 
was not until recently of much conse- 
quence as a defense.

Before one reaches Cayo.Smith,»a 


little' island once held by "the British, 
used by the residents of Santiago in 
prosperous times as a watering place, 
two more batteries were mounted pp., 
tie ea*t^ii3e;ipf tie channel. Perched 
on th'e shore of a tiny bay under the 
guns of the forts was the cable hut of 
the three companies—French, Cuba 
Submarine and West India and Pana- 
ma—represented in Santiago. On a. 
point further down the harbor, where, 
it ia necessary for vessels to make » 
sharp curve, a tug- sometimes being.-; 
Btilized to push around the ship's 
bow, was the Punta Qordt battery. ' 


; After*pa*stng this spot it« some! 
wnat easier wiling.'; The bay opena. 
to 11 width' of two milei, and tne r^ 
mainder of the six miles, which ii the 
distance from end to end, can be per- 
formed at a speed faster thnn the slow 
and cautioui movement necessary to 
pas* the tortuous channel and avoid 
the shoals. Just at the entrance to 
the bay is a small island known as 
Isla de Katoneo (the Isle of Hats), on 
which some time ago was a building 
used as a oowtior Tnafmzinp^jgJiera tke 


explosives since utilized inrnmiiigthe 
harbor and its approaches were stored. 
[t seems improbable, however, that 
any quantity of explosives would be 
there now. .There were no forts on 
the western sde of the harbor, but 
nearly opposite the. city is the Goal 
depot and a convalescent hospital. To 
the east is a modern fort of masonry, 
Puuta Blanca, and at spots in the city, 
like the market place, .commanding 
the harbor, guns were mounted.' 


The city is built on a hill, and pre- 


sents a picturesque appearance from 
the harbor. 
On a close inspection, 


however, the buildings do not realize 
the expectations one might have 
formed, being far inferior, architec- 
turally and otherwise, to those of Ha- 
vana, while the streets and sanitary 
conditions generally are wretched: 


Mountains surround, the city 
en- 


three sides, those to. the westward af- 
fording a magnificent base of attack, 
but the difficulties of transporting ar- 
tillery were immense. 
What roads 


there are :have been allowed .to fall 
into shocking disrepair. There is a 
wharf at Baiquiri, a few miles west of 
Santiago, where tie iron ore is load- 
ed. This might be a point suited for 
making an effective landing, and the 
railroad, being close at band, could be 
put to good use.—-Washington Star.

by this government as "head money" 
to the officers and sailors who de- 
stroyed Cervera's fleet This is ac- 
cording to the law, which provide* pay- 
ment of $100 a head for every man on 
the ships of an enemy when these ships 
are destroyed. A few of the officers 
will receive pretty good fortunes. 


The law governing the distribution 


of this money is very explicit. There 
are exact provisions for carrying it in to 
effect, and every man, according to his 
rank, will be paid in due season. This 
statute is as follows: 


"A bounty shall be paid by the United 
States for each person on board any ship 
or vessel of 'war. belonging to an enemy al 
the commencement of «n engagement 
which is sunk or otherwls* destroyed in 
such engagement by any ship or vessel be- 
longing to the United States or which It 
may be necessary to destroy In conse- 
quence of Injury sustained In ectlon. .01 
HO". If the enemy's vessel -was Inferior 
force, and of 1200 If of equal or superior 
force, to be divided in the same manner a* 
prize money, and when the actual num- , 
ber of men on board any such vessel cmnot 
be satisfactorily ascertained It shall be 
estimated according to the complement al- 
lowed the vessels of Its «lass in the navy 
of the United States, and there shall be 
paid as bounty to the captort of any ves- 
sel of war captured from an enemy, which 
they may be Instructed to destroy or which 
is immediately destroyed for the public in- 
terest, but tot In consequence of Injuries 
received in action, *50 for everypersoc -who 
shall be on board at the time »t*uch cap- 
lure." 
According to this law the officers

Like the 
drought last summer, which killed 
countless thousands of sheep by star- 
vation, the tick plague is .spreading 
alarmingly. Scores of inspectors have 
been, appointed "by every colony to 
keep traveling through wide districts, 
quarantine all aftected territory, and 
kill diseased cattle. These inspectors 
are flooding the government with re- 
ports of "ticked up" districts, and the 
press of the couat ry has become much 
alarmed and is calling for still more 
vigorou-i efforts to stamp it out. Offi- 
cial reports state that the tick fever 
is becoming more virulent andthat all 
cattle attacked die. A large number 
of districts are now "ticked up," which 
means that no 'meat can be sold from 
them. It is a great hardship to ranch 
ers, causing much suffering In 
communities.

Manila, the capital of the island of 


Luzon and all the Philippine islands. 
is a city of about 109,000 population, 
not including the adjacent suburbs, 
which have a total population of about 
60.000 additional. The name of the city is 
pronounced by the Spaniards 
as 


though it were spelled Ma-nee-la, with 
tie accent on the middle syllable. It 
is the see of theKoman Catholic arch- 
bishop and one of the great emporiums 
of the-east:'It is located-on the bay 
of the same name at the mouth of the 
Elver Pasig, latitude 14 degrees36 min- 
utes north; longitude 121 degrees 
east. 


The city proper forms the segment 


of a.circle between the river and the i 
sea, and its suburbs extend over nu- 
merous islets formed by'the river and 
its branches. The Pasig is^prolonged 
into the bay by'two piers, terminat- 
ing,;' the one in a small fort, the other 
in a lighthouse. Vessels u£ some hun- 
dred tons may come'up"' as far as the 
bridge. On the south side stands tile 
city, having- a dilapidated look, but 
strongly fortiBeiJ. 
On the north is 


situated the Bionco suburb, more pop- 
ulous than the city itself. It is the 
residence of the foreig-n merchants 
acd the great center of trade. 


The aspect of the whole is at once 


Spanish and oriental. .Long lines of 
heavily-mounted batteries, 
somber 


churches, ungainly towers and mass- 
ive houses of solid masonry mingle 
with airy cottages in groves of trop- 
ical trees, raised on posts to permit 
the free passage of the waters in the 
rainy season and so constructed as 
by their elasticity to stand the shocks 
of an earthquake. 
The streets are 


straight, but for the most part un- 
paved,- and during the rains almost 
impassoble. In the city the houses are 
two stories high and each has its cen- 
tral court yard. Here reside the heads 
of the state, the church and army, and 
all who would he thought to be of the 
aristocracy. 


A bridge leads across the river into 


the Biondo suburb, where a street, 
called the Escolta, runs to the right 
and the left, lined with innumerable 
shops and stalls and crowded with a 
strange arid motley population of va- 
rious races. 
Beyond the Escolta a 


swarm of Chinese, Indians and half- 
castes appear as goldsmiths and jewel- 
ers, painters and enaroelers, oil and 
*oap merchants, confectioners and 
keepers of gambling house* and cook- 
shops. 


Otbersuburbshaveeach their special 


character. San Fernando is the seat 
of great cigar manufactories, and 
Santo Mesa of a cordage manufactory,- 
At the Alcaleer-la the Chinesejsamgana 


discharge their cargoes. Fishermen 
and weavers inhabit the division of 
Tondo and its gardens supply the mar- 
kets with fruit and vegetables. Ma- 
late is famous for its embroideries, 
Paco is inhabited by artisans and art- 
ists. Convalescents resort for health 
to Santa Anna and San Pedro iiacati. | 


The principal public buildings are ' 


the cathedral, the palaces of'the gov- 
ernor and the archbishop, a beautiful 
town house, ten churches belonging to 
different 
religious 
orders, several 


monasteries and convents, the arsenal, 
three colleges for young men and two 
for young women, the supreme court, 
prison, civil hospital, university, a ma- 
rine and commercial school, a large 
theater, the custom-house and bar- 
racks.: The city has several squares, 
in the largest of which, the Prado, 
there is a bronze statue of Charles IV. 


TheRoyalandPontificaluniversity of 
St. Thomas is in the hands of the Do- 
minicans, and has an attendance of 
about 500 students. The College of St. 
Joseph belongs to the Jesuits; that of 
St. John Latera gives a plain educa- 
tion to Indians and haif-breeds. The 
Escueia Pia .belongs to the city anfl is 
for Spanish children alone. A royal 
marine school was established in 1S20 
nnd n eommercial.sehoql in 1S40. The 
colleg-es of St. Potentiana and St. Isa- 
bella are for girls, the latter for or- 
phans, ihmila is .the seat of govern- 
ment and of the supreme courts. The 
municipality dates from 1571. 


. Manila, which formerly occupied a 
rank of comparative obscurity, is now 
regarded as commercially equal to 
Calcutta and Batavia. 
This change 


has been wrought by legislative and 
political changes during- the nine- 
teenth century. 
Being the chief port 


of the Philippiues.all their productions 
fiow to and through it, and it is the re- 
sort of a great number of colonial 
vessels o£ all sizes. It exports sugar, 
tobacco, indigo, nianila, hemp and 
cordage, gold, dust, birds' nests, coffee, 


jsapan wood, hiats, hats, hides, tre- 


pang-, tortoise shell, cigars, cotton and 
rice. 
The manufactures of Manila 


consist chiefly of cigars and che- 
roots, a government monopoly which 
gives employment to several thousand 
men and women; cordage from the 
filaments of the abaca and the beau- 
tiful fabrics called pinns, woven from 
the fibers of the pineapple leaf and 
afterward beautifully embroidered. 


Manila was founded by Legaspi in 


1571. Itt-lS45 it was nearly destroyed 
by nn earthquake. 
In 1762 it was 


taken by a British fleet and held for 
15 months.—Chicago Times-Herald.

:he battleship Massachusetts, now of 
the flying squadron, "that the Indiana 
put a shell from her 13-inch gun 
through a target at 2,000 yards, and 
then went through the same hole with 
a second shell. Pretty good work for 
one of these fellows," and the muscular 
little captain stroked the muzzle of one 
of the four 13-inch guns that make up 
the main battery of the big ship of the 
line.

long. 


The only reference to 13 inches is in 


the diameter of the steel projectile fired. 
This monstrous gun throws a projectile 
that weighs 1,100 pounds, and the 
amount of powder consumed for each 
shot so fired is 530 pounds. The explo- 
sion of this powder sends this weight 
of 1,100 pounds of metal from the muz- 
zle at the speed of 2,100 feet per sec- 
ond, and with an energy of 33,027 ton's 
—enough to send it through 24 inches of 
steel at 1,000 yards, and 21 inches at a 
mile distant; and while the mechanism 
of this gun is complicated, and while 
every part after eiery shot must be 
cleaned, so complete is the disciplino 
aboard that it may be fired once every 
three minutes. And there are four o*f 
these terrible engines.
